Town Meeting 


By better than a three-to-one 
vote, town meeting, last Friday 
evening, requested the school com- 
mittee to rescind its action in clos- 
ing the three outlying schools. The 
official vote was 270 to 80. 

The action followed nearly two 
hours of debate, most of which was 
reasonably good-humored. Follow- 
ing the vote, Herbert Carter of 
West Andover, a former school 
committee member pointed out 
that “it would be ungracious not to 
recognize the time and effort ex- 
pended by the committee in this 
matter.” On his motion, a rising 
vote of thanks was extended the 
committee. 

Opening the debate, Harold T 
Houston, chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee on finance read a letter fron. 
the selecfmen, 1eceived by the 
school committee along with all 
other town departments, asking for 
drastic 2uts in expenditures to 
meet large decreases in revenue 
for 1942. He also read a statement 
from the whole committee, which 
pointed out that, of a total school 
budget of $199,784, $173,000, plus 
the ten percent wage increase of 
$8,595, wus for salaries and wages, 
transportation and fuel, leaviiz 
only $18,006 for all other expenses. 

“Upon the receipt of the letter 
from the selectmen,” the statement 
continued, “all possible economies 
were considered. It was the desire 
of the committee not to curtail to 
the extent of reducing the educa- 
tional advantages of the pupils... 
(and) action had to be taken at 
once. 

“In view of the fact that the 
Town increased wages and salaries 
at the last town Meeting for the 
balance of the year, the Board did 
not feel a reduction in Salaries and 
wages would meet with approval.” 

Selectmun Roy B. Hardy stated 
that he had asked Tax Commis- 
sioner Long for the latest infornia- 
tion on prebable town income for 
1943, and that Mr. Long had re- 
plied that the selectmen’s estimate 
of a $110,000 decrease was very 
plausible.

The special town meeting left some unfinished business for 
the annual town meeting to take care of, or rather it left a 
problem that is more serious by $5,000. The sentiment of those

The resignation of Mrs. Julie Musk from the school commit- 
tee takes from the town a public official whom it was very for- 
tunate to have in its service. Possessor of an ever-ready faculty 
for clear-thinking, an ability to probe beneath the surface of 
a problem and assess it at its true value, and a very keen, active 
interest in anything she was doing, Mrs. Musk was one of the 
best members the school committee has had. Andover, grateful

Alexander H. Rogers 


Alexander H. Rogers hadn’t lived here for a long time, but 
his interest in the town had never flagged a bit from the days 
when as a youngster he had gone to school here.

back. Instead, we are to lose the 
whole schcol.”’ 

He pointed out that the Bradlee 
school had a “brand-new heating 
system” which would rust into use- 
lessness, and that the Whole valuc 
ot the school building would de- 
crease in idleness. 

“Consider the reat estate owner,” 
he continued. “The first question a 
prospective home-buyer asks is 
‘Where is your school?’”. He 
charged that children would boara 
the busses ina very disorderly mat.- 
ner, and that the valuation of Bal- 
lardvaie and West Andover prup- 
erty would decrease so that, though 
$13,000 might be saved through the 
school department, there would be 
better than a $20,000 loss in tax in- 
come from the affected districts. 

Chairman Smith of the school 
committee replied that, While the 
committee had once promised to 
reopen the fifth and sixth grades if 
there were more than 15 pupils, it 
had sent a letter to those parents 
interested this spring, and after- 
wards he and Acting Superinten- 
dent Edward I. Hrickson had con- 
ferred with the parents interested. 
Only i4 people attended that meer 
ing, he said, some of whom had not 
been previously circularized. The 
gathering was asked to bear with 
the committee for another year, and 
“we heard no great remonstrance.” 

The heating System, he said, was 
not brand new, but actually five 
years old.
